His war for control was a gilk- 
glove affair compared with the 
first great one waged for it. 

The old Commodore, of the 
Dutch family of Van Derbilts, 
was born poor. But he didn't 
stay that way long. He was an 
old man when he began to put 
together a great railroad em- 
pire. It was the ‘“‘age of the 
moguls” and the robber barons 
when editorialists could say with 
truth that these men operated 
outside the Constitution of the 
United States. 

He took over the New York 
Central by a typical maneuver 
of the times. The hard-swear- 
ing, tobacco-chewing, almost il- 
literate old man owned the Hud- 
son line which connected with 
the Central at Albany. The 
Commodore began stopping his 
trains at East Albany across 
the river. It was two miles to 
the depot. The stock of the Cen- 
tral began to slide. When it had 
slidden far enough the Commo- 
dore bought $18,000,000 of it and 
became president. Two sears 
later, by frankly. bribing a@nough 
legislators, he combined the Cen- 
tral and Hudson into one system. 


The: Erie Line 


Jim Fisk, Dan Drew and Jay 
Gould won a fight with him for 
control of the Erie line. Gould 
said he and his partner spent a 
million dollars on legislators and 
he suspected the Commodore 
must have spent more. 

The Commodore died in Janu- 
ary, 1877. His Christian wife and 
her pastor labored mightily “In 
the last day to wean the old man 
from his profanity and pagan 
thinking. The wife moved a 
small organ into the room and 
played it and sang hymns to the 
dying man while the minister 
prayed. She was singing ‘““Come 
All Ye Sinners, Poor and Needy”’ 
when the Commodore gave up 
the ghost. 

However needy he might have 
been spiritually, the Commodore 
was all right materially. He left 
$105,000,000 before taxes and it 
was almost that when that item 
was deducted. Slowly the govern- 
ment began to look at income. 
Public criticism also grew. 

It was, indeed, greed which 
brought on the first great labor 
union — the Railroad Brother- 
hoods. The Commodore’s son, 
William Henry, took control. It 
was he who said, when asked by 
a reporter if he did not think the 
railroads should be operated in 
the public interest, ‘The. public 
be damned. I operate in the in- 
terests of the stockholders.” 

The Commodore's will was at- 
tacked; two young lady friends 
of the old man received a settle- 
ment. In early 1877 they were 
penniless. In the summer they 
sailed for Europe with a staff of 
servants and rented a fashionable 
London house. 


The Strike 


While the fight over the will 
was on, the rail officials cut the 
galaries of brakemen and fire- 
men. The timing was bad. The 
squabble over the Commodore's 
$105,000,000 intrigued the nation 
which couldn’t quite understand 
why wages should be cut. 

The strike was the greatest in 
our history. Nothing since has pro- 
duced the violence and, destruc- 
tion. Trains were abandoned. 
Troops were called out. In Pitts- 
burgh troops were besieged by 
15,000 men, women and children. 
Mobs raided hardware stores for 
guns and ammunition. Fires broke 
out. Dead bodies lay along the 
streets. 

In Reading, «*en. Whitfield Scott 
Hancock had his troops fire on the 
crowds, killing 10 and wounding 
more. In Buffalo, mobs fought 
troops and veterans of the Grand 
Army of the Republic who had 
been sworn in as deputies. It 
was worse in Chicago. 

The strike was lost, but out of 
it came public opinion hostile to 
the roads. The brotherhoods were 
formed.

“There is a tendency on the part of this 
administration to put dollar values above hu- 
man values and to put price tags on intan- 
gibles which cant be measured in terms of 
money. An example, it seems to me, is a 
recommendation that we cut defense spending 
in the face of a threat of war. Such a cut 
seems to be aimed at saving American dol- 
lars instead of American lives.”

“What adds up to billions of dollars in 
waste has been uncovered in military buying. 
The Hoover Commission on Government Op- 
erations has reported that at the end of World 
War II the armed services had enough spare 
parts to keep Jeeps operating at maximum 
rate for 104 years.
